Mayor Gunther, Controller Brennan, City 
Yaspector Boole and Corporation Counsel Develin, with 
thelr altornoys and other interested persons, all of this 
elty, on tho 26th inst., appeared in Albauy before Gov.

The Sonthern Atlantic States. 

Dr. M. K, Hogan, recently sent out by Gen, 
Howard to investigate tho sauitary condition of tho 
Freedmon in North Carolina, reports under date of the 
16th Insts, that be hus thoroughly inspected tho oolored 
eunps at Nowberp, Roanoke and Beaufort, in that 
State. Ho etatos that there aro two sottlemonts of 
Freed people near Newborn, containing 5,000 inhinbit- 
ants of both sexes, 1,100 of whom aro snbsisted by the 
Government. Jobnoyille, another gottlement near 
Newborn, contains 2,500 inbabitante, of whom 1,000 ro- 
celvo Government rations, At Roanoke Island, about 
3,500 Frvedmen aro congregated, of whom 2,500 draw 
rations from the Govorninent. A largo mojority of this 
number aro minora under 14 years of age, ‘Tho doctor 
reports that most of tho Frecdion aro living in 
comfortable log-honges, {and the minority now ont of 
employment nre boing rapidly farnishod with self-eux- 
taining labor, 

Bishop Atkinson of tho North Carolina dioceso 
ofthe Episcopal Church, 1n his recont addreas to the 
Council of that State, urged a rounlon with tho North- 
ern choreh, Ie also spoke in rogard to the changed 
condition of tho aolored people, and insisted that the 
faot of thoir having acquired their freedom did not 
Alminisb, bat, on the contrary, increased tho-daty of 
tho churoh in caring for their al welfare, Ho 
oven urged prosclyting among theffccdinon, and said 
that colored congregations should Bo raised up throngh- 
out tho State, go a5 to give them “the true doctrine of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, in lien of tho vain Jauglings of 
false toachors.””

Tho organ- 
ization of tho militia in the Stato has created a greater 
panio among the frecdmen than any action of tho Fed- 
eral or lato Confederate authorities. It will do moro 
to disturb the relation of tho frcodmen to the whites of 
tho Stato than anything which has yot ben dono,

are all indispensable. Our money-makers and

So that if the mere question of 
Political expediency wore concerned, this ques- 
tion might be allowed to go by defunlt, 

The principle of justice is not always one of 
espedienoy. A Divine authority expresses the 
love that twoor three who mect in his name 
excite. Ten good men would haye saved the 
Cities of the Plain, If there aro ten men in 
Connecticut who, by reason of any omission, or 
the commission of injustice in tho laws, are 
Prevented from enjoying their rights, the honor 
of every son of that State demands that the 
Jaws be reformed. In the caso of tho negro, 
Connecticut is the only New-England Stato tbat 
debars him from the ballot-box. The Demo- 
cratio clement has been very strong in that 
State, ond when tho qnestion of Universal| proved July 7, 1 
Suffrage was formerly discussed tho Democrats 
stood in the way of justice. What was then a 
mere State question has now become national. 
Tho friends of freedom have been reproached 
with tho remark that, while we were endeay- 
oring to reform tho Carolinas and Georgia, we 
did not reform our own New-England. The 
time has como for this reproach to cease, and 
wo call upon our friends in that State to nid in 
the purification. 

Our enemies are not heedless. As we said 
recontly, if the friends of manhood suffrage 
expect to walk over tho course they aro mis- 
taken. Our onemies know that a victory in 
Connecticut would be a great advantage to us, 
Dut that a defeat would be of infinite yalue 
tothem. Defeat us in Connecticut, and this 
question will be postponed perhaps foryears. The 
unity and harmony, the single-hearted devotion 
to truth and justice that have always character- 
ized the New-England character, would be

ture in Augusta, relatively to the space covered, 
We presume, was aboutequal to the compact- 
ness of any part of Broadway. Iwagino the 
Astor House built of wood, surrounded by 
wooden buildings, and on fire! Yet that is the 
precise contingency of which the inhabitants of 
country cities are willing to run the risk, and 
that, too, with small fire departments, or no 
fire departments at all, No wonder we hear 
of terrible conflagrations, especially in theso 
dry and tindery days! 

‘There isno possible structure, from a dog- 
kennel to a hotel, which can be built of wood, 
which will not bo better built of stone, brick, or 
iron—drier, warmer, safor, handsomer, more 
enduring, and relatively cheaper. These things 
considered, the difference in cost is not worth 
mentioning. When wood waschenp and every- 
thing elso high, when we had no railways for 
the transportation of ponderous materials, whilo 
the forests were at our very doors, there was 
sane exense for wooden towns, But thero is 
nme now, They prove nothing now but our 
folly, the force of habit, and, if we may be per- 
mittod to say so, our wooden hends, And itis 
armarkablo fact that a thoroughly woodon vil- 
Jnge raroly has moro than one leaky, wheezy, 
ratilo trap of w fire-engine, built after the very 
oldsst pattern, and with every stitoh in the hose 
rotien, A building takes fire, the bell rings, 
themen, women and childron shout, and the 
dogs bark—another building takes fire, tho 
methine arrives, tho hoso splits, and tie 
inbbbitants fall back upon Divine Providence 
and bnekets, wet blankets and gunpowder. 
Ths fire goes out, when it gots ready—the gro- 
cery is gono, the church is gone, the school- 
hoase is gone, a dozen homes are in ashes, and 
thore is a very pretty bill for the insurance 
offices—an awful falling in of the perfeotly safo 
risks. Moro awful still, perhaps, the Phonix 


ture, and would have been content had the mat- 
ter thero rested. 

Gen. Sloonm, however, a8 soon ns ho sary the 
arkey proclamation, issned bis order, since 
printed, and known as General Order No. 22, 
direoting his subordinates to disrogard the proc- 
lamation. The terms of the order gave offense 
to Provisional-Governor Sharkey, and he tel- 
egraphed tho situation to the President. The 
Convention, meanwhile, had adjourned, re- 
ceiving the approval of President Johnson. 
Shortly after, a case arose which farther com- 
plicated matters, A negro had beon murdered; 
tho municipal tribunal of Jackson, which yas 
a Rebel court perpotuated by Sharkey, had 
taken cognizance of the case; and Gen, Oster- 
hans, onder general orders from Washington, 
seized the criminal for trial by a military court, 
Gen, Osterbaus pointed to the fuct that the local 
tribonal had just acquitted two men guilty of 
murdering nogroes, as justifying and requiring 
his action.

Pacts and Fivures from the Freedme 
Burenn—The Trropreasiblo Negro, 
From Our Spectal Correspondent. 
NASHVILLE, Sopt. 10, 1865, 

It has beon and is the custom with a class of 
quasi, would-be pbilanturopists, to ask with an air of 
well-felgned sympathy, in view of his transpoaltion 
Fom (Slavery to Freedom, “What sball bo dono with 
tho negrot" or, to put it in strlotly *demoer atio" par- 
lance, “What's tobe dono with the nigger?’ If ever 
the question was pertinent, which is not at all prob. 
6, it is now, at least, fast losing {ts slgoitioance, for 
tho object of sympathy himsclf la proclaiming, in a 
fashion which cannot bo misundorstood, that, if only 
allowed tho opportunity, the nigger fs well ablo to take 
care of himself Tet give you somo facts nnd 
Sgures, for whieh Tum indebted, in part, to Gen, Fisk 
xf the Frondmen's Bureau, and partly gathored from 
personal observation.

world. Ithas fallen to the lot of fow persons to 
Pass through such a yaried experience of lifeas the 
author. Copnected with tho best circles both of, 
European and Amorican gocioty, with an edugtion 
that qualified her to appreciate the most adinirsblo 
intellectual productions, aud with uncommompow- 
ers of conversational attraction, sho bas treasured 
up 4 store of recollections which now belgng too 
remote poriod of time, and which cannot fail to in- 
terost readers of tho prosent generation as well as 
hor cotemporaries, } 

‘Tho parents of the author wero among tho Jip- 
tucket Quakers, who gottlod in the French towdmf 
Dunkirk, soon after the revolutionary war, for ye 
Purpose of carrying on the whale fishery from PAut 
port. They had presoryed a strict neutrality ding 
the war, andsconseqnoutly, suffered from theffav- 
ages of both parties. At tho clove of the strufle, 
Mr. William Roteb, tho author's grandfather, 
had often been deputed to present their grievj 
before the Provisional Government of the Col 
and the hondquorters of the British commaifapre, 
ropaired to England with the view of interosing 
the Government in tho distresses of the islan 
His purpose was to procure the aid of British 
inthe pursnit of the whole fishery from En 
ports, with permission to bring in their oi 
ships freo of duty, Ho embarked in a vessel d 
own, which was tho first ship that ever uni 


tho flag of the United States, Mr. Rotch 
man of great porsonal beauty, tall and erect, d 
ina complote suit of light drab broadcloth, 
Imee-breeches, shoes, and buckles; his head 
little bald with flowing white locks, while si 
the primo of life. His manners, though st: 
with Quaker sincerity, were polite and engogl 
and his appearance commanded respect. But a} 
repented interviows with Mr, Pitt, and other Bril 
oflicials, he failed of accomplishing his purpose, 
dotormined to Iay his wishes before the Governm 
of France, Accompanied by his son, the father: 
the author, he proceeded to Paris, where thoy we 
reesived with distinguished attoution, Their pq 
culiarities of dress, spocch, and manners esata 
wonder and curiosity, but their scruples were al- 
ways respected. Every privilege which thoy asked 
for wos freely granted, and the port of Duukirk wry 
selected as tho headquarters of the undortaling 
Mrs. Vorrnt's carliest recollections aro connected 
with thot anciout town. The residonco of ber 
grandfather's family was regarded by thy English 


Quakers as affording an oxcol oaiggr to anity for 
promulgating their dottrine: es 

Aimecagslon ptneeachors. Chme over to DYair4 (or 
spaktlno Fretteh, my. tether used. to act os thelr iotor 
Proter, but once, when hie could not attend, a person 
wos employed in bis stead. The preacher Jegun ble 
disconrse with thee words, “Job was an upright man;” 
and they were rendered into a French oxpivaslon equir- 
vent to "Job was a tall. gentlemanly man,” and the 
test of the sermon was, probably, no nearer than that to 
tho reul meaniug, - 


They soon found a good occasion to give a prac 
tical illustration of their peace’ principles. Tho 
wholo town was in a delirium of joy, on account of 
the success of the Fronch arms, and was preparing 
fora general illumination, but the consciontious 
Quakers refueed to iluminate. 


‘The Mayor of Dankirk wns a good friend of my 
father, and oreed bits to do it as amero act of eclt 
presorvation, “for,” suid he, "the people will be so cx- 
asperated by your not ilaminating, that thoy will 
commit somé ontrageous act of violence, from which I 
eanuot protest you." Fully aware of the danger they 
would inour, buth fatber and son were resolved. 
of all the remonstrances of their friends, not ta illntnin- 
ate; they would iointain their principles at nll hazarde, 
When their neighbors were lihting up their houses, 
thoy shot thelr ebutters, locked wud barred their doors, 
und retired to n back parlor. to await thelr fate. Ii 
Wns avery solemn time for them nll, and wns spent in 
silent prayer. At the end of an hoor, the door-bell ang, 
and my father chose to answer ft, thongh he expecte 
‘on opeuing it, to be assailed by an augry mob, Instead 
ofthis, a friend entered, excliming, “Iam glad to ere 
that yon have Dluminated afer i.” * Butt haye not 

"Yes, your house ie lowinnted, and very 
rettily done too.” In utter amozement my father went 
nto the street, and saw a large frame-work of woud 
covered with lights, aud put np against tho front of the 
house, This was the work of the Muyor tosayo tle 
good Quukers from dostruction. 


The father of the author wag brought into inti- 
mate contact with Robespicrro, and found the prox- 
nity of tbat celebrated domagogue somewhat more 
Perilous than fascinating. 


Thnve so often heard my fathor describe Robesplorra 
thot I feel as I bad myself seen that mean-looking, little 
, With bis rufles, and his hatr claborstaly dressed, 
Avit was considered, in dose days, that to be we 
dressed was anti-republican, his elaborate toilet wus the 
more remarkable, My father narrowly escuped with 
his life, after an intorviow with this worst of tyrante, 
Ho waa doputed by tho American merchauts of Dan 
Kirk, who vw fering under on act of embargo, to 
take up a petition for its removal from vessels belonuing 
to so friendly a power os tho United Slates, Ho wis to 
read the petition nt the bar of the National Conventioi 
dy of men who wero supposed to represent the will 
of the people, but were, ut thut time, ontiroly subser- 
vient to the will of one man, and that man Robespiarre, 
Ho allowed tho House to appoint only one committee, 
called the commitice of Publio Snfety; to that all ime 
portant onaes were referred, and thore Robesplerre 
ruled every decision, Over the door of the couintittes- 
Toom was written, “Engrossed by the nffuirs of the 
nation, we bave no time to consider private claims. 
My father was told that he must reud’ his petition to 
Kobespicrre, before he attempted to read it in tho Ni. 
tonal Coavention; 60 ho sought an intorvivw with that 
dangerowls man at his own residence. Io was shown 
through a suite of shubby rooma, where the family wera 
employed in hougobold work, to a long, unfoenishod 
hall, Where ho found hulfa dezen gentlemen waiting to 
sco the despot. ‘Tere was not a gent in the room, until 
4 door opoved and Robespierra entered, in his dressing: 
gown, followod by bis balr-dresser, who carried a chair 
in his haud for bis master to elt on whilo he was pow. 
dered. When powder wns gonerally worn, it was tho 
enstom to put It on, in some small room or cluset devoted 
to the purpose, and to powder in the prosonco of anothor 
person wus cevsidered an insult, ‘bat Robespierro 
should come jato bis avdienee-chamber to perform tt 
Dart of bis toilet was a plees of arroganco and rudeness 
never to bo forgotten. ‘he hairdresser applied the 
rowder-pnif until there was a clond of powderall arapnd 
him, and of course the dark coats, in waiting, were nono 
the better for it, When tha hairdresser retired, ho 
carried off the chair with him, and Robespierra went 
up toa infrror and adjusted every hair around bis face 
He theu exchanged his dresslug-gown for 4 cont which 
his valet brought, and aesisted him o put on, ‘That 
done, he turned to tho knot of gentlemen who wore 
standing at one end of the room, aud sald be wus ready 
to hear What they had to any, ‘Chose who spoke bofo1o 
my father did wore very summarily disposod of with 
negative answers, Then ho praduced hiv petition, and 
asked Robespiorre to road it. He did go, and roturned 
it, soying, "Phat petition cannot be provented to th 
National Convoutien, for it contains vicies (o change tho 
government.” Suc words from auch a may wero 
equivalent to agontenco of dexth, My futher knew it 
rn ed at onco what was the objectionable part, 
‘Tho mercbants asked for a committee to bo appointed 
toexamine tho claiius of American ship-owners, and 
Robesplerre had abolished all committecs but the one of 
which he was the moving power. With wouderfu 
prosenco of mind wy fathor took out his pencil, etruck 
out that request and showed the paper (o Kobeeplerre 
who, on seeing tho alteration, sald diat wight be re 
the next day at the bar of the National Convention. 
wy father left tho hall, w friend. who bad ao 
him there, said, “We are a head short 
*Nevor mind,” was tho reply, ‘wa shull go in ood 
company.” While my futher wus reading: the petition, 
Robespierre ontered ono of tho galleries, ani] as coon as 
it was ended, bo moved that It should bo referred to tho 


ywedding-guosts; our cook had maude the weddin 


tion {n this country, and whoso names aro perhaps 
moro familiar here than on their native soil. 


We resided for n time nt Islington, a subarb of Lon- 
dov, and thers my mother made the nequaintance of 
Airs. Barbauld, who waa then writing for the henetit of 
her little nephew, Charles Aikin, those hymns and los- 
sous which bayo since deliehted Fo many children, both 
in tho Old and.the New World. Melancholy, however, 
Wwero tho cousequonces of her dovotion to that bright 
Mttle hoy, His Brain was overtaxed, and tho precocious 
ebild became an idlut before he reaebed matority. 

Tremember sitting on Mra, Barbauld's Inp and her 
asking mo if 1 contd read, and what book was then 
reading; Tonswerod, " Borbuuld'e Lessons,” quite one 
conscious that Iwas sitting in the lap of their author. 
Sho then said, “‘L suppose you study geography, and 
can tell mo what ooean is beéweon Enginnd-and. a tucrl- 
ca.” Tsoid, "The Atlantic," whieh I know from hear- 
ine’ wy mother speak of her relotiona aa beiug ou the 
other side of thy Atlantic, not from any study of geog- 
raphy; ond fearing I might vot be able to answer an- 
other question, Thurried away from ber. 

T often met her after I was grown up, and remember 
her asa aweet-looking, lively old lady, wearing her 
gray hair, which was then yery uncowmon, and reading 
aloud to a circle of young people, on a rainy morning in 
the country, Sho read well; thd book was " Guy Man- 
nering,” then Just published, When she had given vs 
tho description of Meg” Morrilies, sbo asked ‘ua ull to 
draw the Gypey as we agined ber, and very ditferont 
were the sketohes wo mado. My sister's was tho best, 
but tho kind old Indy tok possession of them all as yul- 
uable to her. 

Mrs, Opi, suother author and poet, as different ox 
possible from Mra. Barbauld, Woa an acquaintance of 
my mother. Her novels were at this time very popatar, 
aod ber busband wus equally famous ns an bistorioal 
painter, fle bad many adiirera, but bia works were 
hot ofnbigh order, He mado all his mole faces with 
large, ugly noses, so that one could always know bis 
pictures by that ‘feature, My mother hud such an 
hishinetive appreciation. of pnlating, that Mr. Wost 
made a polnt of going with Verto (Ho auiual exhibition 
of the works of living artlats,. that he might hear he 
natural remarks on the principal pictures, Sho oriti- 
olsed all Opie’s 60 severoly that Mr. West fearod slo 
might be overheard by him and bnstened to tell her 
whose they were, Mr. Weat’s pictures did ant wholly 
oscnpo ber eriticiem, but she generally knew beforobaud 
which were bia. 

When Mes. Opte beonme a goy_ widow, we often met 
er at tbo bovse of a mutual friend, whore her eccevtric 
conduct amusod some, and disgusted othera, T havo 
seen hor astonish a grave circle of elderly people bs 
Jumping up end dancing a shawl-dance then in yogue 
on the stage, flourishing away to a tune of hor own sing- 
ing, apparently unconsoious of the effect sho was pro- 
ducing, She used to carry. nbout with ber in all hor 
visita a pretty Uttle stringed instramont, in the classe 
form of a Jyro, and sing ber own songs, with great ex 
pression, to that accompaniment. Sho ‘sald she conld 
always find out tho secrota of a young girl's heart, if sho 
could sing to ler alone. She tried her experiment on 
me nnd proved right. 

Mrs, Opio was fuir, with delicate featores and a form 
of symmetrical beaity. ‘The well-formed bunds and 
ima wore always on exhibition, aud short and soanty 
skirts disclosed the preitiest fect and ankles. Hor tal- 
ents. and accomplishinents, her novels, ber poetry, and 
hor singing, made ber, fur a timo, a fuvority with the 
fashionabies of London, avd she highly enjoyed her 
populurity; bat it did not Inst long, and whei ft failed, 
he took refuge from the coy world in ncirolo of wealthy 
ad bigbly cultivated Quakers. ‘The Gurnoys, Bui 
lays, Hoores, Woode, and Frys, were her litimate 
ricnds, and after several years passed swong them. sie 
foined the Sooiety of Friends and udopted their dress 
hud langnoge, Tenw her ones after ber motarborpho- 
nd ovulid but remark the disorepancy between her 
costume und her manners, which still savored of tho 
icked world. ‘The pretty foot was still scon, though 
phe drees was loug aud wnplo, and the glove Was uune- 
eessurily taken off to show tho beutiful hand, Amelia 
Opie was not changed, only acting a wow part. 


Among other celebrities that camo under the no 
tics of the author in hor carly days was Sir William 
Hamilton, the husband of the notorious Lady Emma 
Hamilton, On one occasion, Sir William was 
making a visit to bis largo eatato at Milford Haven, 
where the Rotehos then resided, and Lady Emma 
end Lord Nelson wore members of the party. 


When Sir William Hamilton aud bis party arrived in 
Milford, accompanied by the great naval command 
Adv nobility and gentry for miles round flocked to aco

nd public jiluner was 6) $e Te bie ate 
ap Bla wacat, WHI AS NEE oe ee et rented hit 
from doing. and fed him with titbits from her own plate. 
She bud a five voice and would sing sailors’ songs and 
vorses written in proise of the great admiral, at public 
divoere, while her doting old husband sat by admiring 
ber, When I sew her in 1602, her face was still beauti- 
fal, bot abe bad grown fat and ber figure was spoiled. 
Short waists ond varrow skirts were then in fashion. 
The French had introduced the caostom of wearing os 
little clothing ag possible, and making that little look 
like the drapery of au ‘ancient Greek statue, Tho 
weather was very warm when Lady Hamilton was in 
Milford, and she walked shout tho town in two gar- 
ments only. showing her shape most indecentir, 

My mother had resolved to take no notice of Lady 
Hawiltov, and being on the eve of ber confinement, abe 
exonsed berself from calling on her. But that bold.wo. 
man was resvlyed that it slonld not be said that Mra. 
Roteh would not receive her; 80 ove vory warm day, 
when all our dvors and windows stood open, Ghe walked 
into our drawing roow, where my motber aud] were 
sitting, and greeted ua yery faunillorly, Though I was 
but a child, I was atruck with the colduess of my moth- 


r spiteg CF8, Feception, and wondered that she was not more 


cordial to such a lovely and fascinuting gucst. 

Lord Neleon was Vers ordinary in bis appearaneo; 
lean and sallow, bis fuce much wrinkled avd bis hair 
very thin, He was proud of tho loss of his orm, oud al 
ways woro bis cout-sleove empty. Whon I was oue day 
studing by tin, at our house, with iy oyes fixed 
that empty sleeve, bo aatd, © Look at It well, and thea 
you will always remember me by wy one.arm,” Bein 
in Milfurd on tho first of Angust, iversizy of th 
battle ef the Nile, he instituted a boat-race to be be 
annually, op that day, ayd Lord Cawdor offered to fu 
nist.a sliver cup tu be ran for overy year. My father’s 
yacht wou it three times, and thea hy withdrew from 
the contest, to give othuraa chance of winning. Ou 


tleao occasions our house Was filled with company and 
We bad gay times, 


A whimsical advontnro in the lifo of Crabbo, the 
poot, not. mentioned in his biography, is related 
by Mrs, Parrar, in conneetion with tho iuhabitants 
of one of hor father's cottages. 


A widow Indy and her two danghters lived thero sey 
eral years, and were very inumuto with our farolly. 
One of the ladies was ongved to tho poet, and was jil 
by him when on the poiut of being married aud Laving 
tlie wedding breakfast at our house, 

ho beginning of the alfair is na remarkable as its 

tormination; so I willrelate tho whole. Mise Churlotte 
P., tho accomplished daughter of a wealthy owner of 
wives in Cornwall, intrested herself {a thoso unliny 
creatures whose lives are spent undergrennd, and thud 
iug among them a romantic case of love and ¢uustanes, 
she sont the story to Mr. Crabbe, tho popular puct of 
the day, cousideriiig It espeoiully suited to his style of 
composition. He was plvaaed with tho narrative and 
oburmed by tho lotter which necompanied it, A very 
agreeable correspondence followed, whieh lasted say~ 
oral months. Miss P. was engaged to bo warried, aud 
heraffianced waa often at tthe louse, and always read 
Crobbo's letters to her. Io thought thom: notbing less 
than love-letters, and advised her to drop. the cor 
spondence. Sho’ Janghed at the idea, and belioved ho 
had a wife living; hor lover thought he wus a whtower, 
and Insisted pou it that he was woking ove ta Miss P. 
Sho would not ngreo to that, but was very ready to drop 
the correspondence. ‘The very next Jettor from the aged 
dot was a declaration of Jore, aud a proposal to visit 
her! Grout Was the rallying and joking which Milas P, 
bud to endure, Sho was provoked with herself aud tho 
poet, and wistied she had nover sent him the story of the 
injudr, She begged friend who waa staying with her, 
Mina Charlotte Ie, to write to Mfr. Crabbe, and inforni 
him of her ongugenent. ‘Cho friend did so Ju the most 
Kiod nud flattering way, aud received a very remarka 
ble anawer. 

Mr. Crabbo was so mach pleased with tho friond’s 
otter, that ho transferred bis proposals from the tirst 
Charlotte to the second; he was sure they were kindrod. 
ite, and ng ho had nob secu elthor ldy, it would 

0 difference to him! ‘his yas too good a Joke 
to bo'kept seoret, and a largo fawily party wero greatly 
by it. After alt sorts of fuu had been mado 
ix, Clslotte tho second was observed to look very 
grave, and not to join in the divorsiun of tho party. 
Sho gave them u second ft of nstoulshment by aacoprng 
the poet's olfer, and appointing a mectiug with him at 
the house ot her aunt, ina nelghberiag county. Thoy 
jet, Were mutually pleased, and parsed betrotued to 
eaoll other. 
‘On hor return home wo Wore soon informed of her on- 
gngoment to Mr, Crabbe, but were churged uot to men- 
tion it before ber mothor, " Why not," was of course 
asked, and her reply Was, “*Iiceause my mother is 80 
old-fusbioned that sho would call my dear bard wy 
suectheort, wud talk abont courtship, wad you koow L 
could not bear that; it would be insupportable. 
With all this nonsense she wae sincorely attached to 
Mfr. Crabbe, and kept up a brisk correspondence with 
hiw. At frat she would read parts of bis lottorg to mo, 
nd talk incessantly of him and bis poene. Sho was 
Yery proud of her engagement to go calebrated « post, 
A(tor some months had elapsed. atimo was iixed for tho 
marriugo, and thou it was deforred by Mr, Crabbe for 
somo silgbt reason. My father wrote to tho “dear 
bard," aud Invited him to stay at his hoogo when he 
should come tobe married to Mes C. It., but received 
ho reply. Chariotto looked uobupoy, but stil Ler prep 
arations went ou.

She was resolved to have tho élat of 
marrying a celebrated poct, and would take no bints to 
tho contrary. She was aleo fo lore with Lor old bard, 
and never reeayored from ler chngrin aud sorrow. 
Sho died in few years, ond ber family always believed 
that ber life was shortooed by thid affair. 

Atalater period Mra, Farrar founda delightful 
acquaintanca with Mrs, Somerville, the eloquent 
expounder of astronomy. Hor introduction to that 
lady is described as follows: 

When traveling in Europe, it isa great advantage to 
belong to some profession, or to be devoted to some 
apeoin) abject, a8 that introduces you to persons of stm~ 
ilar pursuits, who fecl a plensuro in forwarding your 
views, and pay yon atte nana ae cordingly. 

I nover was aware of this until [ traveled with my 
hosband, who was an astronomer and mathematician, 
and so well known ag such, in England, that the 1 
fessor of Mathematics in’ Cambridgo wroto to bim. 
"Come to Cambridgo; you need bring no lettors of i 
troduction; we all know you, and wa want to soo ¥00.” 
When Mfr. Furrar visited the Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich, Iwas allowed to accompany him, and the 
gontleman who received us, told mo thut I yas enjoying 
a privilege which uo duchess in the laud could oom: 
mand. So muoh for being tho wife of an astronom: 
No spot In England was visited by the Harvard Pro- 
fossor With sy much interest as that plain one-story 
building, on a small but abropt bill, in Greenwich Park 
Wo went all over it Just before noon, and wished to «eo 
the observer take the sun's meridian, bot that wes not 
allowed, for it was a mutter of suoh’ nice observation, 
that the wore breathing of anotber person in the room 
might spoil itsuccoracy. Tbis fact Interested him, Ho 
looked with reverence op a spot which had been tho 
fountain of ach rioh streams of sclcace, md was to ia. 
Umately connected with tho bistory of astronom: 
> As acon as thut distinguished astronomer, Mrs. Som- 
erville, beard that Mr. Fa in London, she sont 
bim a messuge by Lucy Aikin, to ask bim to come and 
soe her, and to say sho would be at home every morning 
daring the next Week, till be ¢ thet she might be 
sure to sco Lim. She sent mo word that she never mode 
any calls, or she wonld come to see me, but sby hoped I 
would accompany my husband. 3 

Woe of courso obered this gratifying summons. and 
wont down to Chejsca carly in the wook. Dr. Somor 
ville waa governor of the hospital there for invulid gol- 
dirs, and lived in the building, where to hid a hand- 
some suite of apartments, He met us in the ball, und 
ushered us into a large room, which seemed to be 
library and drawing room all'in one, Thero sat the 
pretty, refloed, and clegant woman, who bad ostoolshed 
the Boi ite world by her translation-und thorough 
comprehension of La Place’s grand work on the mechan 
ism of the beavens, Sherccsived us most cordially, and 
after a fow minotes of general conversation, Dr, Sutner- 
villo invited me to the other end of the room to look at 
a cabinet of minerals, collected by Lis wife. While 
showiug them, bo was continually looking over bia 
sboolder ac Mrs. Somerville aud Mr, Farrar, At lost 
he exclaimed, "Ah| thoy baye got at if now ; [thought 
they woald, ifwe leit them alone.” Sure enough, they 
were talking away on the bigher bruoches of wathe- 
mation and ustrouomy 

Soveral ofl paintings, of Swiss acenery, attracted my 
observation, and Dr. Somerville told we they were done 
by hia wile, from sketches made frow nature, aud that 
ber favorite reoreation was a tour in Switzerland, He 
showed mo also a collection of hotaneal specimens 
guthered there. So I discovered that this great muthe 
iatioian was also a botanist, mincralogist, and artis 

Tho two astronomers co’ enfyed talking togetne 
that Iwas obliged, at last, to interrupt thom ond re: 
mind my hosband that it was time to go, Mre, Sower- 
yille would not let us depart without naming u day 
When we would dino with her, aod a Astron 
mer Royal, Mr, Builey. ‘Thut dono, we drove back te 
town, delighted witb var visit. Mr. Farrar was full of 
admiration for the extraordinary attainments of Mra. 
Somerville, oud not lees charmed by her feminine graces 
aud modest uppretending manners. 
Our dinner visit proved equally agreeable. Wo then 
aw ber two grown-up daugiitera, and wet the Agtrou- 
over Royal, ‘The conversation was on common topics; 
the dinuer was simple—not many dishes—but every 
thing of the best; and I observed that the footman took 
his orders about the divuer from bis wiuster. As the 
Doctor was oblived to caver for the hospital, T suppose 
ho wok the care of providing for his own table. Afra, 
Somerviile’s exqnisito toilette auid-the dressing of hor 
beautiful brown hair showed that the most abstryec 
studies bad detracted nothing from a proper womanly 
attention to appeurances, 

When the Isdies retired from the dinnor-table, wo all 
looked over a box of birds Just arrived frau, South 
America, and admired their brillfant plamage. Thoy 
ROKR. Dr pursd) fur-ekeAivGeadsiAh. thogiosh and bones 
them, Leaving tho young ladies to talk ornithology 
over them, Isaked Mrs, Somerville to tell me what first’ 
torned ber attention ta mathematics, and sho very read- 
ily gave mo the following particulur 

‘Her father, Adwiral Faufox, waa constantly at sen, 
In the eervico of his country, and her motber lived in a 
very rotired spot io Scutland, during bis absence. ‘Cho 
only village nour (hom Was within Wolkiug distance, 
and the family often went there to muke smull pur- 
chases, aud visit the rooms of the dreastuker and mil 
liner, who took a magazine which contained thu fashions. 
Lioking over it one day, Alrs, Somerville suw some 
quvetions given whieb wero to be answered by algebra. 
She did not kuow what wgebra was, but she thoazht 
sho could nuswwor thom by un arithmettoal calculation 
This she did vory easily, in tho next nawbor 
wngagive she saw that she was right, Hor curl 
however, wus exolted as to what algebra waa, and she 
made inquiries of Dr. Surogrville, tho fathor of her prea 
ent husband. Ho referred ber to tke article on algebra 
in the Encyclopedia, which be possessed, and abe car- 
ried the heayy volute home, She soon understood the 
subject, ond was deliybted with that method of duing 
suns. ‘Hor father was with them in Edinburg 
lowing Winter, and there she foanil tad aid sho nev’ 
and paraurd Ler studies into the higher branches 
niathewaties, and becatne so fond of the science, thut it 
has been her most delightfal occupation, 

When we ordered our earrlaze w return to town Dr. 
omerville asked if we could gave Mr. Builey n goat in 
, Which we wore bappy to do, ‘The two astrouomors 
tuiked incessantly all the way to Londév, ond I Ustaned 
ju silent ower if at wet belny able to onderstund 
antthing they eaid, ‘Yhor seemed to me to be talking 
in hints nod balGspoken phrasea; they were eo familiar 
with their subject that a Word or two Was sulloi 
cunvey their idens; but to me they were uointelli 
The eileot was very eurlous of having people converse 
in Eagllsh, without beiug able to comprauend what they 
said 

i waa told, by a common friend, that Afrs, Somervil 
wus a good Greek ond L Un scholar, aud chut sie spoko 
French wid Italian well; but ahe told me horself that 
she never evuld learn Germun, and sho bad tried bard; 
for It wos the favorite longuaye of her daughters, who 
always spoke it to cach other. 

Leow Mra. Somervillo but once more, and then sho 
ald mo tho favorof calling on me ia London, and spond- 
ing au boor, She was then full of feolivg for a frieud in 
ailliction, aud talked chiefly of her, Mra. Somerville 
Wastnarried twice, and this pave rise to the mistake 
which mado La Placo sny, that ho was astonished to 
hear thut there were two Englishwomen who could un 
derstand his Afécanique Céleste, After ber sccood wur- 
riggy sho Wus_in Faris, nud La Place called to seo her, 
He found a Jady in her saloon, with whom be talked for 
some timo of the opera nud the on dite of the day. Afier 
a while, bo said, he had called to sco Madame Somer- 
ville, wid hoped she was at home, when to his aarprise, 
ho funnd that tbe pzetty womun he was talking with 
Was the lady heraelt
